hearing in Boston State DPU headquarters at 100 Cambridge 


Street, on June 24th. 


The Selectmen returned to Wil- 
mington Monday evening for the 
Selectmen's meeting. after dinner 
in an Andover Restaurant with 
Lowell Gas Company officials, 
with but one real opinion on which 
all could agree - they didn't like 
it. And, they emphasized, they 
had paid their own dinner bills, 
In his part of the conversation 
over the Selectmen's table, Chair- 
man Carl Backman said he wa: 
glad he went because he had 
learned a lot, and Selectman 
James Banda wished that the gas 
company had asked “for an exe- 
cutive meeting - right here" 

‘The gas company seems to have 
a difficulty because of the coming 
hearing in Boston. which is to be 
at 10:30 a.m. on the 24th. Appa- 
rantly the State Department of 
Public Utilities wants to be the 
first in the state to conduct any 
meeting on proposed new facili- 
ties, according to the Selectmen's 
conversation, This was offered 
by the Selectmen as a reason why 
Lowell Gas had been unable to 
talk directly with the Selectmen 
in either open or closed meeting 

What is proposed is an LNG 
plant, which has to be located on 
@ gas transmission line, The 
LNG plant takes excess gas which 
comes through the transmission 
line in the summer, and freezes 
it. Then it is stored in a tank
